37  1810.  Small  date;  tall  5.  Just  about  perfect  Unc.  In  spite  of  faint  adjustment 

marks  at  the  upper  left  obverse  border,  this  piece  is  superior  to  many  offered, 
and  should  bring  the  $55.00  commanded  by  the  W.G.C.  specimen  in  1946.

51  1925  "D".  Pratt's  Indian  head  type.  Strictly  Very  Fine. 

52  Gold  Dollars.  1849.  Second  type;  small  head,  L on  truncation  (for  Longacre), 

open  wreath.  V.  Good  or  better.  Pin-point  dig  in  the  left  reverse  field. 

53  1853.  Ex.  Fine  and  lustrous. 

54  1855.  Type  2;  Feather  head-dress.  Strictly  Very  Fine.  Unusually  bold.

Two  unimportant  obverse 
scratches  above  the  head  and  in  between  B E of  LIBERTY.  An  R-4  variety, 
just  about  equal  to  Bolender's  example.

Unc.,  slightly  "bag  handled"  as  usual.  2 Pcs. 

63  1904.  The  Morgan  design.  Brilliant  Proof.  Not  quite  perfect,  showing  indications 

of  cleaning.  Rare,  listing  at  $30.00.

81  1798.  Medium  8.  Very  Fair,  the  lower  part  of  the  dote  well  worn. 

82  1800.  Rev.  of  1801;  wide  A's  in  legend.  V,  Good  to  Fine.  Lightly  scratched, 

mainly  upon  the  obverse.  A very  rare  variety  of  a scarce  date. 
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83  1801.  The  Shattered  Reverse.  Very  Good.  Bold,  like  most  of  these,  upon  the 

reverse.  An  extremely  rare  variety  of  a date  second  to  1804  in  rarity. 

84  1802.  Good  to  V.  Good.  The  obverse,  in  particular,  somewhat  defective,  and 

well  worn;  the  reverse  sharp.  Like  the  last,  much  the  rarer  of  only  two  varieties.
